SOVIETS HIT BACK 


In the battle of Kharkov a new 
stage has been reached in Marshal, 
Timoshenko’s ‘drive, with the consoli- 
dation of positions so far reached and 
the maintenance of offensive action in 
various sub-sectors, says Reuter.

FOR HEALTH - 
AND WEALTH
